Fulton county will have fifty dele- 
gates in the state convention which 
meets in Atlanta, May 29, to select 
Georgia's delegation to the national 
democratic convention. 

The names of those who will cast 
Fulton’s six votes in the state con- 
vention were suggested by President 
James lL, Anderson and Vice President 
Fred J. Paxon, of the Fulton County 
Underwood Club, at the specific request 
of the Fulton county executive com- 
mittee. 

As the Fulton county committee was 
confronted by the requirement, fixed 
by the state committees, of naming an 
Underwood delegation, despite the fact 
that the committee stood largely for 
Wilson, and Fulton was the banner 
Wilson county, it decided at its meet- 
ing Thursday to dispose of the matter 
in this way. t

by the same resolution to Vice Chair- 
man Oscar Mills, who presided over 
the committee meeting, to confirm the 
selections made by Mr. Anderson and 
Mr. Paxon.

Washington, May 3.—(Special.)— 
Deep gloom has settled over the head- 
quarters of Governor Woodrow Wil- 
son in Trenton,’ N. J., according to dis- 
patches from that city. and even the 
staunchest supporters of the governor 
are now admitting that he is effective- . 
ly shelved. 

When the news of Wilson’s reverses 
came from Georgia and Florida, from | 
which so much was expected, follow- | 
ing the disasters in Masachusetts and 
Other states east and west, Governor 
Wilson took to his bed. It was report- 
ed that he had a severe cold, but his 
friends say his ailment is rather in. 
the nature of a physical breakdown. 
He has been worn out by the strain 
of campaign and when the futility of | 
his hard work became apparent he was 
quite overcome. 

No Further Plans. 

Governor Wilson. has no _ further 
campaign plans for the immediate fu- 
ture and any subsequent campaign 
trips he may take will depend upon 
the developments of the next two 
weeks. If Maryland and Mississippi 
xo against him, he will entirely cease 
campaigning in all probability.. About

supporters who is still optimistic is

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MINERS’ STRIKE 
SEEMS AVERTED 


Union Officials Believe Agree- 
ment Will Be Made With 
the Operators. 


New York, May 3.—Officials of the 
United Mine Workérs of America, who 
have been in conference here for two 
days, tonight expressed confidence that 
a strike of the 170,000 mine workers 
of the three anthracite districts, who 
have been idle since Apri] 1, has been 
averted, and that a satisfactory agree- 
ment will be entered into with the 
operators before the end of this month.

New Orleans, May 3.—Panicky con- 
ditions prevailed today throughout the 
flood-threatened territory along the 
Mississippi river from the Red river 
ang Bayou Des Glaizes south to the 
gulf ea in the territory already 
stricken conditions grow worse. The 
river continued to rise rapidly at all 
points south of the Red river and 
throughout the day telegraph and tele- 
phone wires throughout the vast sec- 
tion west of the Mississippi river from 
the Red river and Ba¥ou Des Glaizes to 
the Gulf of Mexico were loaded with 
thousands of* messages telling of 
threatened breaks in the levees and 
giving warning to the people to make 
preparations for any emergency. 

A flash went out from the town of 
Morganza shortly after noon saying 
that the big Morganza levee, 3 miles 
east, had broken. This bit of alarm- 
ing news, which later proved untrue, 
or, perhaps, oniy premature, was in 
every hamlet and town south of Mor- 
ganza Within a few minutes. The peo- 
ple were panic-stricken in that entire 
territory. The breaking of the Mor- 
Banza levee, 45 feet in height ang one 
of the largest river protection dikes 
in the world, holding back as it does 
the greatest. volume of flood waters in 
the history of the lower Mississippi, 
would spell utter ruin to hundreds of 
the ‘finest sugar and rice plantations 
in southern Louisiana, would put hun- 
dreds of big sawmills out of commis- 
sion and inundate more than twenty- 
five towns and small cities in eight or 
nine parishes. 

CREVASSE AT MORGANZA 
MAY COME AT ANY HOUR 

This enormous. levee was still ho!d- 
ing tonight and it may continue to 
hold, but there are weak spots in it 
and at any hour another flash may go 
out with the warning rush of the 
river's torrents. A telephone message 
tonight from Highland, just south of 
the big levee, stated there was con- 
siderable apprehension over the situa- 
tion and a large force is working con- 
stantly to seal up all evidences of 
erosion or caving.

be abolished, as recommended by the 
board og bishops. 

On the ground that their investiga- 
tions showed that two-thirds of the 
8,250,000 members of the church either 
danced or went to circuses and theaters 
without regarding it as being sinful, 
the bishops decfared the church law 
against these diversions, in force for 
forty years, had become obsolete, 

They asserted that while the church 
would continue to protest against 
these forms of amusement, still it was 
better not to have any specific law on 
the subject than to have a law which 
was ineffective. John Wesley's injunc- 
tion leaving the amusement question to 
the conscience of individuals, the 24 
active bishops declared, was the wisest 
regulation for ‘Americans of the twen- 
tieth century.” 

Greeted by Demonstration. 

A’ demonstration which’ greeted 
Bishop Earl Cranston’s reading of the 
recommendation was taken as indicat- 
lively debate on the question 
when it comes up for a vote. A mo- 
tion declaring that the rule “always 
had been a source of constant irrita- 
tion and unrest in the church,” and 
asking that it be referred to a com- 
mittee was promptly voted down, agu- 
ments being presented that the full 
conference was “going to settle that 
question and no one else.”

After Warnings of Ice Had 
Been Received, the Vessel 
Raced at the Rate of 21 
Knots Up to the Moment of 
Collision. 


London, May 3.—The attorney gen- 
eral, Sir Rufus Isaacs, addressed the 
wreck commission which igs investigat- 
ing the loss of the White Star liner 
Titanie today, setting forth the facts 
as understood by the government and 
laying specia) emphasis upon the evi- 
dence that a speed of twenty-one knots 
was maintained after the warnings of 
ice ahead had been received, right up 
to the moment of collision. 

The whole of the forenoon session 
was taken up with this statement, 
Which brought out little that had not 
been already developed at the senato- 
rial inquiry at Washington. The au- 
dience of spectators was small. A 
Sroup of sailors, survivors of the sea 
tragedy, who arrived here on the Lap- 
land from New York; and had been 
subpoenaed to testify were objects of 
interest. 

When the court opened Lord Mersey, 
Who heads the commission, granted 
permisgion to President Lewis, of the 
seamen’s union, and to an attorney for 
the Imperial Mercantile Guild to par- 
ticipate in the proceedings. The union 
ig a@ new organization composed of 
4,000 Southampton gailors. Two hun- 
dred and twenty-eight of its members 
were employed on the Titanic and of 
these only seventy-seven survived. The 
officers of the Titanic were members 
of the guild. The inquiry is likely to 
extend over severa] weeks and will be 
devoted largely to technical details. 

Interest In Warnings. 

The court today displayed the great- 
est interest in the warnings of ice 
Which the Cunard liner Caronia and 
the White gd steamer Baltic sent 
to the Titanig on the day of the dis- 
aster, April 14. Lord Mersey inquired 
particularly on this point, finally ask- 
ing: 

“Am I right in supposing that she 
ran right into the region where the 
lce was after a Warning that ice was 
there had been receeived?” 

: “Yes,” replied the attorney general. 

Sir Rufus said that the Titanic’s ca- 
pacity was 3,547 persons, and that she 
carried fourteen lifeboats, two cutters, 
four collapsible lifeboats, accommodat- 
Ing a total of 1,167 persons; 3,560 life 
belts. On her first and last voyage the 
vessel carried 1,316 passengers and 892 
persons in her crew. She was fitted 
with fifteen bulkheads and a number 
of water-tight doors, being designed 
to still float in the event any two 
adjoining compartments being flooded, 
under which condition the top of the 
bulkheads would be two and one-half 
or three feet above the water. 

Speed Never Lessened. 

The Titanic’s speed, the attorney gen- 

era] said, on April 14 was 21 Knots an 


of 


hour, which speed wag never 
up to the time of the collision. Dur- 
ing that day the Caronia.and the Bal- 
tic had sent wireless messages to the 
Titanic stating that icebergs, “growl- 
ers’ and “fielders’’ were in her track. 

“Nevertheless,” continued Sir Rufus, 
“after dark the Titanic ran right ahead 
at 21 Knots, the night being clear, but 
with no moon.” 

He said that he had served notice 
upon Sir Robert Finlay, chief counsel 
for the White Star Steamship Company, 
who is répresenting the line at the 
present inquiry, that the government 
considered this fact of extreme impor- 
tance, so that Sir Robert might bring 
evidence to the contrary if he had it. 

Sir Rufus announced that particular 
attention would be given to these three 
points: The Titanic’s speed after the 
warnings of ice had been received: the 
insufficient number of lifeboats for the 
persons carried by the steamer, and the 
construction of the water-tight com- 
partments. He gave a detailed analy- 
sis of the numbers saved and lost by 
Classes and sexes, and indicated that 
he considered that the disproportionate 
number of first-class passengers res- 
cued should be a matter of inquiry. 

Saved by Wireless, 

It was extremely difficult, the attor- 
ney general said, to ascertain exactly 
what occurred between the moment of 
collision and tne sinking of the liner. 
It appeared that there was no panie. 
The men took their boat stations ae- 
cording to the list. <All the lifeboats 
were lowered except the collapsibles, 
concerning al] of which there was no 
accurate evidence, but most of the 
boats did not have a full complement 
of persons. But for the wireless 
equipment of the vessel it was doubt- 
ful if anybody or many would have 
been saved. 

Lord Mersey wished to know to how 
many officers warnings of the ice had 
been communicated. Sir Rufus could 
not answer more definitely than prob- 
ably the chief and first officers. 

Lord Mersey also wished to know 
whether the vessels of other nationet. 
ties Were compelled to carry more 
lifeboats than British ships. Sir Rufus 
could not say positively as to this, 
but said that evidence on the point 
would be offered. 

The court has arranged to adjourn 


} the inquiry until Tuesday.

MISSISSIPPI FLOODS CAUSE 


Those who like meat had better be 
eating it now, unless their bank rolls 
are of the magic kind that show no 
effects from constant depleting. 

For meats are going up, says the 
market man. They have already soared 
in -wholesale circles, and the local re- 
tatlers are getting ready to follow 
suit. 

“We will have it to do,’ said one 
meat man. “We are paying now more 
for meats than we have ever paid be- 
fore, “and present prices can not be 
maintained at retail unless there is a 
change.” 

That the floods in the 
valley and the long, hard winter 
the reasons for the high pri¢es is 
opinion of one man. So far the 
crease in retail prices in Atlanta 
been comparatively small, but in 
future the only consolation for the 
hougekeeper will be that there are 
plenty of summer vegetables coming 
in, 

“Fish and gea foods are the only 
eatables that have not increased great- 
ly in price,” said one of the leading 
market men of the city. “I have been 
doing business here for over ceight 
years, and in all that time the fluc- 
tuations in the prices of fish have 
been so0 small as to be scarcely no- 
ticeable.”

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Lookouts and.Crackers bat- 
tled to a 12-inning 1-to-1 tie today in 
the greatest exhibition of defensive 
baseball ever witnessed on the local 
diamond. The two teams fought with 
grim determination behind two pitch- 
ers, and star fielding plays nipped 
every chance to score a run. 

The most thrilling catch of the year 
was made by Roy Moran in the ninth, 
killing an apparently sure three-sacker 
from Earl Sykes’ bat. The bases were 
jagged at the time, and the catch Kept 
the final score of the game from being 
4 to lin favor of the Crackers. It was 
a game of thousands “ifs,” so many 
chances to win were passed up and so 
many times the wrong thing was done 
by both teams. 

Chappelle’s spitter worked perfectly 
for many innings, and he had the 
Crackers popping out and poking easy 
ones to the infield. As five inhings
